— No. Ill was 
to have contained : Systema seu ratio Totius, with the following illustra- 
tions : i. Religio aeterna. ii. Pulcritudo universalis, iii. De Majestate. 
iv. De Humanitate. v. Vita naturae. But it did not appear. 

No. 2341 is a curious and fantastic work. There are many flashes of 
real genius, but also just as many nullities. It is the monument of an 
intensely individual temperament : rhapsodic in expression, and written 
always with a craving for effect in language that is not seldom strained to 
breaking. The Latin is full of original constructions and arbitrary word- 
formations. The thought which lies at the root of the whole is this, — that 
all science is reducible to measurement. Philosophy, the science of sciences, 
is therefore 'Archimetrie,' as it were, the 'doctrine of archmeasurement' 
The essence of reason is accuracy ; the essence of accuracy is relation 
[proportion]. Cognition of proportion — as the author puts it : " Real- 
verhaltniss im Real-Ideal des Ganzen : durch den Gottesblick der All- 
vergleichung " — is accordingly reason [no. 2342, 1 1, pp. no, 113]. Science, 
again, is ' cognised reason of the so-much ' [nota ratio tanti~\. The 
certainty of our knowledge is assured for Thorild when the consciousness 
of this knowledge forces itself upon feeling as a matter of necessity. With 
feeling the ' Quid ? ' and ' Quale ? ' of knowledge are given at once : but not 
the ' Quantum ? '. " Ita videri, fas fati ac fortunae fors esse videtur : 
Quantum videatur, id nostrae Numen reliquit attentioni " [no. 2341 , p. ix]. 
The sum of knowledge acquired by mortals and immortals differs, there- 
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fore, only "per plus et minus": the smallest fragment of a piece of 
knowledge ['minimum cogniti'] is the 'idea,' the greatest single knowledge 
[' maximum '] the ' res.' Error arises simply from inexact determination of 
the ' Quantum ? ', since the ' Quid ? ' and the ' Quale ? ' are perfectly known. 
The object of science is accordingly the determination of the ' Quantum ? ' 
of each thing : so that every science is a ' doctrine of the determination of 
magnitude.' This fact is of especial importance for practical philosophy. 
" Majori minus, Minder fur Mehr, oder dem Grosseren das Kleinere geopfert, 
ist das einzige Weltrecht." " Willst du das Nothwendige ; so bist du immer 
frey. Und wie kann man das Nothwendige immer wollen f Durch den Blick 
des Ganzen. Denn so merkst du die Proportion aller Harmonie. So merkst 
du das alleinige Weltgesetz : Majori minus. So wird dir alles ein Melos. t 
Selbst bey der Verganglichkeit wirst du denken : 'der allmachtige Hauch 
des Lebens wehet Leben aus und auf, und nur wegen der Melodie sterben 
die Tone.'''''' [No. 2342, II, pp. 30, 31.] Hence the comprehensive view 
['Allblick'], ' panharmony,' plays a large part in Thorild's thinking. We 
should not see as little as possible, always just one point or another, — but 
as much as possible, always the ' maximum.' The Archimetrie is the art 
of security from error ; it gives a true copy of the divine ordering of the 
universe. — Thorild's epistemology is empiristic. The fundamental proposi- 
tion of the Archimetrie is sentire, the divine principle in nature. "Nil 
tota est humana cognoscendi facultas nisi sensio ipsa in sua ratione Tanti " 
[no. 2341, p. 175]. Thorild also extends his empiricism into the sphere of 
ethics, which he conceives to be a ' divina mathesis utilitatis.' He terms 
the Kantian moral system, in contradistinction to his own, as " transscen- 
dentiam inutilitatis seu moralem Donquixotismum." " Nunquam defuit," 
he says in writing of Kant, "huic vesano mundo fanatica virtus, mens 
altissima, magnus impetus ille prisci et barbari heroismi. Et hujus audio 
ubique horrendos clamores : oportet, oportet." [P. 39.] For Thorild, the 
moral is identical with the rational ; and the rational with the natural, — 
when once, i.e., the natural has been exactly denned and cognised as 
' tantum.' He denies a transcendental freedom, while admitting empirical. 
If we translate the thought which underlies the exposition of no. 2341, 
and is always cropping out in new forms, in different terms of expression, 
and in varying metaphorical disguises, into modern sober prose, it is no 
more and no less than a caution against onesidedness, against the over- 
estimation of some particular doctrine, and against overhasty judgment 
[and, therefore, overhasty resolution and action]. In such onesidedness, 
the objectively certain — which, when assigned its place in the totality of 
knowledge and brought into relation with all its other contents, should be 
the determining motive in our minds — is ranked together with blind belief, 
prejudice, sheer conjecture and unfounded hypothesis. Overhasty judgment 
is judgment which somehow transcends the known ' tantum ' in dealing with 
the ' Quid ?' and the ' Quale ?'; indeed, the question of ' Quantum ? ' may not 
have been raised at all, during its formation. — Looked at from this point 
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of view, the Archimetrie is a protest against the metaphysical phantasies of 
post-Kantian idealism. For the rest, the value of no. 2341 is to be found 
not in the systematic prosecution of any determinate and dominating idea, 
- — not in anything 'systematic,' in whatever sense the term be taken, — but 
simply and solely in the occasional penetrating remarks, brilliant apercus, 
and lofty thoughts which are scattered up and down its pages and which 
are eminently suggestive to the student. For this reason, it is really 
impossible to give any ' exposition ' of Thorild's philosophy.)

Haec universa," he goes on, 
" ille facetissime confinxit, ea fabulae novitate, ut, quia vulgatum erat nos 
omnia videre in mundo et jam tentatum erat nos omnia videre in deo, is 
demum posuit, nos omnia videre in nobis. Lusit igitur novantiquam istam 
Platopyrrhodunsitudinem scholarum. Sed per ipsam hanc universalem 
Parodiam stupentibus illusit. Et hinc intelligis illud ingeniosissimum 
silentium, quo hie scholarum Cervantes heroum suorum errores nunc intus 
ridet.

— In 
the Kantian philosophy there is certainly a combination of idealism and 
realism. But the combination is no more than an external juxtaposition : 
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the logical conclusion of the idealistic portion of the system, if strictly 
drawn, would exclude the truly realistic element [the thing-in-itself]. -In 
Fichte, still less justice is done to realism than in Kant: more especially if 
we understand by the ego which posits the non-ego the separate, individual 
ego, — a view which was very widely held at the time. In this state of 
affairs, attempts were naturally made to restore the realistic factor to the 
rights of which it had been unfairly shorn. Thus arose the systems of 
Schelling, Bouterwek, Bardili, etc. Bouterwek, as we saw [nos. 2077-2094], 
had found most fault with previous philosophies for their confusion of 
thought with knowledge, and had declared that a reference to the object 
[knowledge] could never in any case be derived from the absolutely 
subjective [thought]. Bardili, in the same way, attempts to prove that all 
the defects of preexisting philosophy are referable to a confusion, — to the 
confusion between ideation, which is purely subjective, and thought, which 
contains an objective element. It is this confusion which has induced the 
illusion of a purely formal logic. Really, logic has nothing whatever to do 
with a purely subjective thought : if a real object is not posited by it, 
none can be posited at all, — either the key to the secrets of nature is given 
by it, or there is no possibility of a true logic and a true philosophy. The 
province of Metaphysics in thought is the immutable and permanent in 
things, their essential nature. " Mit und durch diese Ergriindung " by 
metaphysics, but not otherwise, there grows up " eine deutliche Einsicht in 
die Regel aller Wahrheit, in den grundwesentlichen Zusammenhang unserer 
gesammten Erkenntniss unter einem Denken, — folglich eine Logik." Logic 
and metaphysics must, consequently, be combined into a dialectics. If it is 
granted on the other hand that logic is " kein Schlussel zum Wesen der 
Natur, so sind die Verbindungsmittel, womit sie sich so viel weiss, nur 
privative Verbindungsmittel ; die Natur hat keine oder wieder ihre eigene 
Logik, die Welt ist kein System," and there can be no talk of any 
universality or necessity in human knowledge. But this is not the case : 
physical truth is inseparably bound up with logical. " Was keinen Wider- 
spruch enthalt, das ist ; und wo demnach in den Vorstellungen eines 
Menschen etwas ohne Widerspruch vorgestellt [mithin gedachf] ist, da ist 
die Vorstellung richtig. . . . Was hingegen in den Vorstellungen eines 
Menschen vorgestellt wird, und nicht ist, das enthalt einen Widerspruch ; 
und ist bloss darum nicht, weil es einen Widerspruch enthalt " [see no. 2359, 
pp. xii-xv, 289, 290 ; no. 2376, I, pp. 116-118]. It is evident at once that 
the idea involved here in ' ohne Widerspruch vorstellen = denken ' is quite 
different from that ordinarily implied by the phrase : it contains the 
reference to the objective, to existence outside of thought. Bardili, there- 
fore, will have nothing to do with the mere thought of the post-Kantian 
idealism, with a thought, i.e., which does not from the very first comprise 
within it an objective factor. If there were such a ' mere ' thought, it must, 
of course, to be of any value, be brought subsequently into relation to an 
object. This object would, it is true, presuppose an individual subject ; 
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but would itself be simply an object of ideation. Thought is concerned 
only with objects, which are absolutely independent of their ideation, — or, 
in Kantian phraseology, with things-in-themselves. Bardili, then, refuses to 
recognize any mere thought, though he readily admits a pure thought. This 
latter is just the pure character of thought in general, the one thing 
immutable, absolute identity, God — not cognisable, not capable of ideation, 
appearing to cognition only in applied thought. There are two factors in 
applied thought : the thought which is to be applied [termed A~\, and the 
matter to which it is to be applied [C]. If the matter is to be taken up 
into thought, it must be annihilated as matter : but there must be something 
of it which is indestructible, since otherwise there would be nothing left to 
which the thought could be applied. This indestructible constituent is the 
form of matter \B~\. That in virtue of which this B is thought Bardili 
designates —B. The formula of applied thought for every object is, there- 
fore, B — B. We see reflected, in this notion of applied thought, the same 
endeavor which manifests itself in Fichte's ' absolute ego,' in Bouterwek's 
' absolute virtuality,' and in Schelling's ' absolute identity,' — the endeavor 
after a monistic epistemology, a point of coincidence of real and ideal, of 
subjective and objective. Bardili professes, it is true, to have avoided the 
distinction of ' subjective ' and ' objective ' altogether, in his ' applied 
thought'; but the facts — the problem and the tendency displayed in its 
solution — are the same for all the above-mentioned philosophers, however 
great their divergence in the matter of phrase and concept. 

Bardili's applied thought is not mediated by or bound up with an 
individual self-consciousness. The object of thought [B —2?] is independent 
of any idea ; the formula, with its two factors [2? and —B~\ is valid for all 
objects alike, whether ideated or not. Every object really contains thought 
within it : and if we cognize or think it, we are just cognizing or thinking 
the thought originally comprised in it and now brought to light in our mind. 
To ' know ' a plant, e.g., means to ' think the plant's thoughts over again.'

Denkens auf Materie, ist reiner, allem Erkennen zum Grunde liegender 
Gedanke" \Grundriss, no. 2359, p. 69]. Applied thought is active over 
the whole realm of nature, making nature something true in itself, a 
manifestation of ultimate truth [« des Urwahren ']. This manifestation has 
different degrees : thought has different intensities. Nature appears, there- 
fore, as an ascending series of different powers [' Potenzen '], each higher 
power taking up and including in itself the next lower. Bardili reduces it, as 
he reduces the 'Objekt iiberhaupt,' to arithmetical formulae. The 'bestimmtes 
Objekt' is life and organism [plant, physical body]: in it thought exists 
merely as state [' Zustand '], so that it can be denominated a ' slumbering 
monad.' The next higher power is the ideating creature [animal], the 
'dreaming monad.' The highest power of all is the conscious creature [man], 
the ' waking monad.' At this highest power thought, which penetrates the 
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entire universe, comes to self-consciousness : the laws of nature are mirrored 
in consciousness as laws of knowledge. Hence the necessity and universality 
of our knowledge ! The laws of our thought are based upon applied thought 
itself, i.e., in the last resort upon ultimate truth, the manifestations of which 
are nature as penetrated by applied thought and, more especially, the 
conscious creatures within nature. They, and they alone, can rise to grasp 
this ultimate truth, by annihilating in themselves the lower powers and thus 
exhibiting in themselves a pure thought which passes to higher and highe 
stages. The ultimate truth [' Urwesen,' ' unendliche Intelligenz,' God, 
' Ursein,' ' Unnennbare '] cannot be known, investigated or accurately 
denned : its existence is an existence ko.t i£o)(rjv, an immutable existence, 
in contradistinction to the changeable existence which alone is accessible 
to human knowledge. But that God exists, is certain. " Im Denken des 
Menschen iiberhaupt, als einem Denken, in jeder Identitat, die mich 
schlechterdings uber den Stoff, als blossen Stoff, hinausfuhrt, mithin 
in jeder Regel, mithin in der ganzen Weltordnung als Ordnung, deren 
Moglichkeit ohne ein denkendes weises Wesen eine Unmoglichkeit ware, 
offenbart sich dieser Gott, dies weiss ich, und freue mich dessen, mit 
apodiktischer Unumstosslichkeit " [Grundriss, no. 2359, p. 333]. God, as 
immutable and omnipresent, is at the same time the source of all truth, 
duty and right : he is all-wise, all-good and all-just. If we know God 
[in our knowledge] in his manifestation through nature, and will and act in 
accordance with our knowledge of him, — referring everything to that 
knowledge, and so following the dictates of truth, duty and right, — we are 
fulfilling the end which we came into the world to pursue. Whether there 
is a matter, beside and beyond God, or whether matter was created by him, 
we cannot know : matter for us is just as impossible of cognition and 
investigation as God is. In all knowledge there is matter present. All that 
philosophy knows apodeictically, therefore, is that with pure thought or 
absolute identity or God [_=A~\ there must be assumed a matter [= C], 
i.e., a coexistence : this is the inevitable hypothesis [' Unterlage,' ' Voraus- 
setzung'] if there is to be a reality. It is only by the connection of the two 
[i.e., of A and C to the formula of the object : B — B~\ that reality arises. 
Whether God had this matter before him, or whether he created it, " ist der 
Philosophic gleichgultig ; denn das Schaffen eines Stoffes fallt, als Schaffen 
eines Stoffes, in eine Region, wo sie durchaus nicht mehr durch sich aus- 
machen kann, was Handlung, nicht Seyn ist " {Grundriss, no. 2359, p. 256]. 
These are the fundamental ideas of 'rational realism,' as Bardili denomi- 
nates his system, — reason, thought, being in his opinion the only true 
reality. It cannot be denied that the author has anticipated much of the 
teaching of Schelling and Hegel : and it is possible that both these 
philosophers are indebted to him. At the same time, they may have 
reached their conclusions by a different road, and have found their inspira- 
tion elsewhere. The monistic tendency, as we saw above, permeated the 
philosophic atmosphere of the time. Kant himself had taught that the laws 
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of nature are also laws of the understanding ; Fichte had referred these 
laws of mind to the absolute ego ; and before 1800 Schelling had followed 
the same course with the laws of nature, in his attempt to deduce nature 
from the absolute. It is plain, that the logical conclusion was not many 
steps away, — the conclusion, i.e., that the whole developmental history of 
the universe should be looked on as a self-development of the absolute, of 
reason. Schelling and Hegel might, therefore, have arrived at their views 
without owing any considerable debt to Bardili and his system, more 
especially as they were separated from him in philosophic classification — 
a very important matter at the time : Schelling and Hegel asserting that 
they were idealists, while Bardili called himself a realist. If Schelling is at 
all dependent upon Bardili, the indebtedness is at most but very slight, 
and therefore greatly exaggerated in Bardili's letters to Reinhold \_Reinholds 
Leben (no. 118). pp. 316, 325, 326. Cf. no. 2095]. 

The system of ' rational realism ' is intrinsically not particularly difficult 
whether of understanding or of exposition. But in the form in which it was 
first presented to the public by Bardili it was hardly readable, — couched in 
unintelligible language, and interspersed with violent polemics against 
the Kantian and post-Kantian idealism. This first presentation is the 
following no. :)

Our ideas, attended either by the feeling of free- 
dom or by the feeling of necessity, go back [he says] to trial [ Vernehmung'] 
and experience. These two sources show the ultimately necessary, the 
thing, the 'thou,' and the ultimately free, the intelligence, the mind, the ' I,* 
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inseparably connected, — not only welded but ultimately welded [urvereinf\ 
into a single whole. Naturalism never abstracts absolutely, as idealism 
and dogmatism abstract, from either one of these two Ur-Theilej it never 
separates what is inseparably connected : but ultimately-separates [ur-tneiltj 
the ultimately-welded only conditionedly, again ultimately-welding the ulti- 
mately-parted [urgetheilf] in one and the same act. Its subject matter 
is, therefore, the ultimately-welded ultimately-parted [die urvereinten Ur- 
getheilten\ < I ' and ' thou,' each taken in its relation to its correlate : the 
' I-thou ' = finite unity = man, and the ' thou-I ' = infinite unity = all. The 
two exist only for each other and at the same time ; they are actually given 
in consciousness as the object of examination [Vernehmung] and experience. 
Werneburg now professes to have discovered what Fichte looked for in 
vain : the true subject-object. At the head of the system we have, of course, 
a magnificent primal unconditioned principle, to which a second and con- 
ditioned law is subsumed. 

Werneburg's system constitutes yet another attempt at the resolution 
of the problem of the relation of existence to thought.

1275, 1277, 1379, 1381, 1422-1425, 1637, 1914, 2136, 2421 and 2422] 
we have known him only as a tolerably orthodox Kantian. It is true that he 
says himself, in the preface to the second edition of his Handbuch [no. 2527, 
p. xi], that he has never been a Kantian in the strict sense of the term, — 
that he started out from the Kantian philosophy, because that was the ' order 
of the day' in philosophical thinking ; but that he very soon came to see its 
defects. But there can be little doubt that the statement was principally 
motived by author's vanity. Krug was impelled by it — just as Politz was : 
cf. nos. 1470 and 1471 — to deny his indebtedness to Kant, and to talk of a 
'system of his own.' In reality, Krug's thought both before and after 
1 801 is most decidedly based upon the Kantian philosophy. At the same 
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time, he is not a Kantian d tout prixj he has the courage of his private 
opinions, even when they run counter to those of the provost-marshal of 
Konigsberg. His guiding idea was, to bring the Kantian philosophy as 
closely home as possible to the understanding of the average man. He 
therefore tries to round off the sharp angles, against which the ordinary 
intelligence might run ; he eliminates all the Kantian paradoxes, and gives 
to the system in general a less strict form and a less vivid coloring, — so 
that even the views which lie most remotely from the average educated 
consciousness lose a good deal of their startling and strange appearance. 
His philosophy is a philosophy ' ad usum Delphini.' It is presented to the 
public in a clear and well-balanced style, which flows on like the cheerful 
murmur of a brook through a gently sloping valley, garrulous and untiring, 
— never offering the least difficulty to the reader's mind, — and, like the 
brook, passing round obstacles rather than removing them. There is no 
seasoning to Krug's dishes : when he tries his hand at jokes and witticisms, 
he never rises above the shallow and the banal. One does not obtain from 
the reading of his works any consciousness of thought worked out, or of 
difficulties overcome. The thicker his volumes grow, the more discursive, 
dilute, stale and trivial are they. 

Krug is an even more inveterate systematiser than Kant. He lectured 
and wrote upon an encyclopaedia [cf. nos. 1424, 1425]. He looks upon 
classification as a matter of extreme importance, and gives it wide space 
in his pages. But here, too, he belongs to the epigoni : he is tedious and 
diffuse. There is no novelty of thought, — nothing of Kant's supreme sense 
of arrangement and structural art. Hence, we must relegate Krug and his 
works to the department of humdrum mediocrity and deadly tedium. Never- 
theless, he was of some use in his day and generation : the wide dispersion 
of his books, their numerous editions, and the translations of them into 
foreign languages are sufficient evidences of it. Like Kiesewetter, Jakob, 
Snell, etc., Krug has the merit of having brought down the Kantian ideas 
to the level of the ordinary understanding, even if he accomplished his task 
at the expense of weakening the original thoughts and lowering the stand- 
point from which the problems were approached. He never passed beyond 
the lines laid down in no. 2521. All his later philosophical writings are 
simply further developments and interpretations of the plan of philosophy 
sketched there for the first time. 

Krug's highest claim to independence is to be found in his scientific 
nomenclature. He employs Greek names by preference. The seven 
principal parts of his system are entitled : Archologie or fundamental 
philosophy, Dianoologie or logic, Gnoseologie or metaphysics, Kallologie 
or aesthetics, Dikaologie or philosophy of right, Aretologie or ethics, and 
Eusebiologie or philosophy of religion. He is most original in his funda- 
mental philosophy. We should call this discipline nowadays an ' introduction 
to philosophy'; it is intended to acquaint the reader with the basal philos- 
ophical problems, more especially those of epistemology, and with the general

rules of scientific methodology. Krug begins, as the fashion of the time 
was, with a hunt after a supreme principle. True, one has the feeling all 
through, that he is not at all impassioned in his inquiry: he seems to have 
entered upon the quest because it is the ' right thing ' to do, and because, 
if he did not, the reader might miss what, perhaps, he considered to be an 
essential constituent in a philosophic system. The real-principle, whereby 
knowledge in general is rendered possible, is, in Krug's opinion, the philos- 
ophising subject himself, the ego, in as far as it makes itself or anything 
else the object of its knowledge. The ideal-principles are of two kinds, 
formal and material. The latter make up philosophical knowledge, and 
give expression to the infinitely varied facts of consciousness ; the most 
general fact, which comprises all others under it, though it does not contain 
them -within it, is given in the proposition : " Ich bin thatig." The formal 
principles determine the arrangement and scientific interconnection of our 
various knowledge, and give expression to the laws of our activity in con- 
cepts and words. The highest formal principle runs : " Ich suche absolute 
Harmonie in aller meiner Thatigkeit." Philosophic knowledge cannot be 
derived [deduced] from this formal principle ; but it can be conducted 
[reduced] thereby to a single end as its common centre. Here, we must 
admit, Krug goes farther than Kant ; but the way in which he solves his 
problem is so unspeakably trivial, that he has no reason whatever for being 
proud of his divergence from the Master. — Peculiar to Krug, again, is the 
expression " transscendentaler Synthetismus," the name which he gives to 
his system. Every fact of consciousness, he says, contains a definite 
empirical synthesis of Being and Knowing \Wissen\. Each synthesis of 
this kind presupposes a transcendental synthesis, i.e., an original conjunc- 
tion of being and knowing in the ego, whereby consciousness itself is con- 
stituted consciousness. This transcendental synthesis is the ultimate fact 
of consciousness, and, as such, wholly inexplicable and inconceivable. It is, 
therefore, the absolute limiting point of philosophising : any philosophy 
which passes beyond it becomes transcendent. The ' passage beyond ' may 
take place in one of two different ways. Idealism attempts to explain the 
real by the ideal, but ends in Nihilism ; realism, on the other hand, attempts 
to derive the ideal from the real, but lands its adherents in Materialism. 
Both alike are arbitrary, transcendent, untenable ; neither can achieve the 
task set to it. The true philosophy is transcendental synthetism, which is 
related to the opposing schools as is synthesis to thesis and antithesis. It 
regards the real and ideal as ultimately given and conjoined, and recognises 
this transcendental synthesis as the limiting point of all philosophising. We 
have an immediate knowledge, an original conviction of our own existence, 
of the existence of other things outside of us, and of the community or 
reciprocity, existing between our selves and other things, whereby one 
acquaints the other directly with its existence. In no. 2521 [p. 35] Krug 
had termed the conviction of the existence of external things as a mere 
'belief,' under the influence of Jacobi; but in no. 2523 [pp. 143, 144] he 
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explicitly retracts his former statement, and asserts that the conviction in 
question is a real and an immediate knowledge. At bottom, the phrase 
' transcendental synthetism ' is simply another name for the connection 
between empirical realism and transcendental idealism, which Kant said he 
had shown in the R. V. When Kant writes, e.g., that the word ' Erscheinung ' 
presupposes the existence of something which appears, i.e., of a thing-in- 
itself, he is really just formulating Krug's transcendental synthesis : only 
that Krug remains constant to his synthesis, whereas Kant is untrue to 
it, — often constrained, as he is, by the idealistic consequences of his 
epistemology, to give vacillating expression to his views of things-in-them- 
selves ; to admit, for instance, that we cannot know whether they are 
outside of us or within us. Krug lets these consequences fade into the 
background, and is thus able to bring the Kantian epistemology nearer to 
the ordinary thinking of the educated mind. It is all the more surprising, 
then, that he understands by the ' objects which affect us ' [at the beginning 
of the Aesthetik of the R. V.~\ phenomena only, — contrary to the Kantian 
meaning. — Unlike Kant, he does not posit a separate faculty of feeling. 
Ideas and efforts are called feelings, so long as they do not appear definitely 
as ideas and efforts, but only attain to consciousness as obscure 'vital 
excitations.' If, that is, one wishes to assume a special faculty of feeling, 
one must consider it as the one fundamental faculty, from which, as a 
common root, the faculties of ideation and effort arise : but in no case may 
the feeling faculty be placed midway between and made coordinate with 
the other two. 

Krug bases his six philosophical disciplines upon distinct ideal-principles 
or facts of consciousness ; on the facts of thought, of knowledge \_Erkennen~], 
of the pleasure of taste, of freedom, of conscience, and of belief in God and 
hope of immortality. In the details of his exposition we are continually 
hitting, as was remarked above, upon Kantian thoughts. One illustration 
may suffice. In the doctrine of knowledge we have the differentiation of 
knowledge \Erkennen~\ as form and matter ; the doctrines of space and 
time, and of the categories [both enlarged by an elaborate discussion of the 
predicables] ; the schemata ; even a pendant to Kant's void table of the 
' nothings.' Then follow the power of judgment with its principles ; the 
Amphibolies the whole of the Dialektik [the Paralogisms very much 
abbreviated, it is true, and the antinomies cited under a different name] ; 
and the principal contents of the M.A., and the outlines of the critique of 
the teleological judgment, with its distinction between regulative and con- 
stitutive principles. 

I proceed to enumerate those of Krug's numerous writings [in the second 
edition of his Autobiography he himself mentions very nearly two hundred] 
which are of a specially philosophical character and of the relatively greatest 
importance :)

philosopher, and upon the condition of the scientific world and of the 
universities at his time.

The question 
runs, in his phrasing : How is it possible that a Free harmonises with a 
Necessary [outside of it] ? By the ' free ' is meant sometimes ' man,' some- 
times the subjective in man, sometimes thought and knowledge, sometimes 
will and the faculty of choice. The 'necessary' is the presupposition 
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[Grund~\ of the 'free.' It is the absolute which is independent of our own 
action ; the real, by which thought is determined and its reality assured ; — 
God. But that man, thought and knowledge are free ; and that God, 
the real and absolute are necessary ; these are wholly unproven assumptions. 
Ruckert, that is, endows the concepts which form the starting-point of his 
system with a number of attributes, without making any investigation into 
the necessity of their attachment to the concepts, or into the question 
whether the concepts, as connected with the attributes, represent any real 
object at all, or do not rather constitute mere verbal colligations without 
sense or meaning. — Philosophy, then, has to discover the rule which 
guarantees the possibility of a harmony between the Free and the 
Necessary. From the fact that this rule must contain the ultimate deter- 
mining reason of the 'free' [i.e., of thought and knowledge], Ruckert 
infers that it cannot be discovered within the domain of knowledge, but 
must be sought by an activity quite different from those of thought and 
knowledge. Hence he lays extreme emphasis upon the statement that his 
philosophy is practical throughout : a statement which Weiss interprets to 
mean [no. 2578] that true philosophy does not proceed from an original 
knowledge and a supreme principle of knowledge, antecedently to any action 
and independently of action ; that it does not look upon knowledge as man's 
highest aim ; and that its real and primary problem consists in the arousal 
in mankind of a practical inclination towards the real. This inclination 
[Ricktung] must be obtained by the philosopher, before he philosophises-. 
It consists in the investigation of truth and goodness, not with a view to 
their fundamental [theoretical] cognition, but in order that the investigator 
may, by freedom, mould his character in accordance with and in ever 
greater approximation to them. But a philosophy which undertakes to 
give any basal proof of the reality of knowledge will inevitably lapse into 
self-contradiction. Man is in the real ; but he does not contain the real 
within him, and still less does he produce or create it. — If we add to all 
this that [according to a letter of Ruckert to Fichte : Fichtes Leben nnd 
litterarischer Briefivechsel. Vol. II. p. 439] all reality can only be 
experienced, and not demonstrated a priori, we may draw the conclusion — 
indeterminate and exaggeratedly one-sided as the expressions are — that 
Riickert's actual opinion was something like this : that the final goal both 
of philosophy in general, and of every individual piece of philosophical 
inquiry, must be not a dead knowledge but a living action, and that the 
existence of the real, the necessary, the true, the good and the divine [all the 
terms are employed, without any strict differentiation of one from the other], 
cannot be proven, but must be inwardly experienced, — its effects perceived 
and the mind given up to their perception, and the character moulded on 
its model. In explanation of the whole position one might cite the dictum 
of Christ : " My doctrine is not mine, but his that sent me. If any man will 
do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God or whether 
I speak of myself " [John vii. 16, 17]. 
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The other most important ideas of Ruckert's philosophy are as follows. 
The free does not produce or create the necessary, but is contained in 
the necessary as in its final and absolute presupposition. The necessary 
is the source of the state of the free, and lays upon the free the task 
of harmonising with it [the necessary] and becoming its copy : the free 
becomes conscious of the task imposed upon it, in the moral law. The 
material requisite for the achievement of the task [in Fichte, the limits 
which are to be broken through] is furnished by experience, which is 
explained as the relation of the necessary to the free. It is in experience, 
that is, that the necessary is given to mankind. Men with all their actions are 
only real in as far as they are vividly conscious in their free-necessary action 
of their own nothingness-in-themselves, but at the same time realise the 
eternity and unshakenness of that upon which they rest, — i.e., when they 
do not desire to be something-in-itself, because they are not as a matter of 
fact something-in-itself. When men act, on the other hand, as if they have 
cause and consequence within themselves and proceeding from themselves, 
their action is arbitrary and idealistic : it has no [true] reality, and it 
worsens the' state of the agent. 

These tenets of Ruckert's are set down, in accordance with the prevailing 
fashion of the time, in the form of strict sequences of rule and demon- 
stration. The explanations are full of polemics against previous and 
erroneous systems, and especially that of Kant. — We need not take pains 
to show how closely the fundamental practical idea of Ruckert's philosophy 
— that mankind must rest in the absolute, the necessary, and mould them- 
selves in agreement with it — is related in contents to the Fichtean view, 
however wide the discrepancy in verbal formulation. It will be sufficient 
to point out that Fichte too believed that true life consisted in man's suicide 
as individual, and complete and uninterrupted absorption into the absolute. 

Ruckert died young [1813]. The only other work of his which bears its 
author's name is a piece of occasional University writing :)
